“Mr, Bartine is not the kindof a 
Nevada Republican or silyer man, 
we hope and believe, who would 
hesitate to throw the organization 
of the House into the hands of sny 
other party,if by so doing he could 
secure an organization favorable 
to the silver interest. The Repub- 
licans of Nevada, or at least fully 
nine tenths of them, would have 
preferred for Speaker, any friend 
of the white silver, of whatever 
party, who would have given a 
bi-metallic majority in the Coin- 
age Committee, to the present 
goldite officer. While it was not 
the fault of Mr. Bartine that his 
action was so restricted by party 
ties and usages that he could not 
honorably do otherwise than sub- 
mit to the decree of the caucus, it 
will be the fault of the people of 
the State if their Representative is 
again placed in such a position 
that he will be forced to strengthen 
with his vote the power of the 
mono-metallic minority in the 
House. Our word for it, while the 
next Representative from this 
State will unquestionably be the 
nominee of the Republican party, 
he will uot be sent to Washington 
under such conditions that he ¢an- 
not ignore party lines and join 
with any body or organization of 
his fellow members which will best 
promote the principal interest of 
the people of his State. Nevadans, 
Republicans and Democrats, are 
too strongly interested in the mat- 
. ter of free coinage to sanction any 
further sacrifice for the glorifica- 
tion of any political party or for 
the promotion of men who are 
doing their level best to wipe out 
of existence the principal industry 
ot their State.” 


WE have all been wishing for 4 
hard winter, but there are but few 
of us that would have had it quite 
so stiff as it has been if we had had 
the making of the weather. But 
let us look on the bright side of 
the question and not get discour- 
aged at the livestock outlook, 
True, the loss in cattle and sheep

The most of our ranges were 
overstocked anyway, and if we had 
had a mild winter the cattle would 
have died next summer, so, take it 
all in all, we ate better off by far 
than we would have been had the 
winter been adry one. It will at 
least teach us not to be too greedy 
of the good things of life and try 
to own all the cattle and sheep in 
the country, with nothing to feed 
them on in case of an emergency 
like this. Let us be thankful that 
it is no worse, look on the bright 
side, devote our energies to agri- 
cultural pursuits and the reclama- 
tion of our arid lands, and buiid 
up a State that reverses cannot 
overtake.

GRIP OF ELECTRICITY 


Used to Make Car Wheels Mold to 
the Rails. 

The impossibility to let go which has 
been noticed so frequently in accidents 
from grasping live electric light wires 
has recently! been utilized in an exper- 
iment on the Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad in increasing the tractive 
power of locomotive engines. The ap- 
paratus consists of a small dynamo 
and engine mounted upon the locomo- 
tive and furnishing an electric current, 
which is passed forward to the rear 
driving-wheels through that portion of 
the track rails lying between them. 
The passage of the current into the 


wheels and back causes an increased } 


friction between the wheels and the 
rails, which is claimed to be far su- 
perior t)) that obtained by sanding the 
tracks, and enables the locomotive to 
draw a} much heavier train, without 
regard to the condition of the track, 
than is at present possible. The cur- 
rent uséd is what is termed a low-ten- 
sion current, and the increased trac- 
tion obtained i is under eumplete control 
by the engineer.
